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Powell Introduction 


The English colonization in 1607 at Jamestown is one of the first lessons in history that a native child 
learns. Captain John Smith not only sailed up and around the James River, but endowed with curiosity and a 
spirit of adventure, was likewise sailing on the York River and its tributaries. 

Whether the first settlers in York {Charles River {1) ) County expanded over land and from Jamestown or 
came by ship up the beautiful York River, history bears out the fact that settlers were here by the early 
1630’s. A patent for 1000 acres of land was granted to Captain Christopher Calthorpe dated May 6,1630, on 
Calthorpe Creek, and it was bounded on the west "toward John Powell’s Creek" . Another patent to Calthorpe 
dated July 13,1635, shows a 500 acre tract bounded on the west " toward John Powell’s Creek’ ’. 121 

Benjamin Powell of New Poquoson on July 15, 1651, as a planter sold to Alexander Hall and William 
Tiplady of the same parish ... for 900 pounds of tobacco already paid ... a plantation in a patent dated 6 
February 1635/6 ... “granted to mv deceased father John Powell ... all interests ... except and always 
reserving certain parcel formerly granted bv me to mv brother William Powell containing about 100 acres .” 
Witnesses were Edward Dudley, William Down man, Elias Davis. (3) 

So, John Powell, evidently an Englishman, was in the Virginia Colony and established his family in York 
County by 1635/6. He had died by July 15,1651. He had at least three sons: 

I. Benjamin Powell 

II. Seymour Powell 

III. William Powell 

I. Beniamin Powell, son of John Powell, sold a second tract September 30, 1650, to Morgan Hayes 
“where William Tiplady and John Johnson now live bounded by my old field on the north; on the west by 
Edward Dudley, east by William Dedman’s Creek; south into the woods”. Witnesses were William Powell and 
Edward Dudley.' 1 2 3 4 ’ 

II. Seymour Powell ...”on his petition hath order for a commission of administration of his brother William 
Powell’s estate who died without a will" October 14,1694.' 5 ’ His bond was set for the settlement of this estate 
the same day.' 6 ’ 

In the 1704 Rent Roll for York County, Virginia, Seymour is credited with owning 130 acres. The given 
name of Seymour was continually used in York County for two hundred years. 

No will or inventory has been found among York County records for Seymour Powell. 

III. William Powell , a son of John Powell was an adult and owned land in July 1651 so he was of age. He 
died by October 14,1694, and “brother Seymour" Powell was the administrator in charge of the inventory and 
estate settlement.

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In the Charles Parish Register edited by Landon Bell (Charles Parish was first known as “New Poquoson”) 
one finds record of Isaac Powell who died December 16, 1705. His wife, Elizabeth, died December 21, 1705. 
Isaac and his wife Elizabeth had two known children: 

A. Elizabeth Powell born April 11,1690 (7) 

B. William Powell born November 9,1693 and died April 4,1718 <8) 

During the same time frame, one Thomas Powell appears on York records. He may have been a child of 
Isaac, Benjamin, Seymour, or William Powell. However, for this manuscript, Thomas 1 Powell will be treated 
as the first generation.

Thomas 1 Powell was born about 1688. He married Mary_around 1712. In his will dated July 25, 

1735, and probated 1739, he named his wife and children. Given are excerpts from it: 

“to mv son William Powell my plantation where I now live with the land on the east side of 
running brook - 

to my son Thomas Powell all the land on the west side of the running brook 
my wife Marv Powell - 2 negroes Ben and Sam 
my daughter Marv Powell - a girl Sue 

land to wife later equally divided among mv children Seymour. John, James. Hudson. 

Edward and Marv. ” 

July 25, 1735; probated 1739. (9) 

The inventory was signed by William Robinson, John Wright, John Tenham and Mary Powell (wife). (10> 

There were two more children born after he wrote his will and before it was probated. (More later about this 
on page 14).

(By noting the names of witnesses to his will, one learns his peers. All three of these men lived in the mid- 
secfign of York County, between Yorktown and Tabb. The Tenham land is within the Amoco Refinery; 
Hobday had intermarried a widow Chisman of Goodwin’s Neck; Wright lived in present Seaford). 

The inventory shows his financial status and something about his standard of living:

There were many items in the inventory but the page is mutilated from age and sections of pages are 
broken off and gone. This much of the inventory indicates a rather well established home. (14) 

His widow, Henrietta Powell, married secondly Thomas Wild. A marriage settlement between them is 
dated April 15,1776. Thomas Nelson and John Chapman were trustees.* 15 * 

A. Thomas 3 Powell, was a son of William 2 Powell and Henrietta_Powell. The name of his 

first wife is not known. In 1779 Thomas 3 was appointed constable in Yorkhampton Parish in the 
place of William Rogers.* 16 * He married Mary Patrick (a distant cousin) February 1, 1788.* 17 * She 
was a second wife. 

There is a legal transaction dated September 15, 1794, among York County records which 
explains more about this marriage: “William Patrick, late of York County, died siezed of one part 
and Robert Patrick of the other part. William died without a will; 41 Vi acres of land goes to his 
children, so the Assembly says to sell it and a suit in chancery exhibited by Thomas Patrick :

Elizabeth Patrick : Robert Patrick; William; Edmund; John; Nancy; Merritt; and Frances Patrick, 
infants and orphons of said William Patrick by Thomas Patrick their guardian and next friend 

against Robert Patrick_”. Commissioners were named and land was bought in by 

Robert Patrick.* 18 * 

Thomas 3 Powell served his country in the Revolutionary War. Record shows that “Mary Powell, 
the wife of Thomas Powell, a soldier in Captain Thomas Nelson’s company” was allowed 6 £ for 
her support July 21, 1777* 19 *, according to an act of the Assembly. 

Thomas 3 Powell’s will was dated October 27, 1795, and probated April 18, 1796.* 20 * It is given 
here in abstract form: 

“...son William Powell lent all my lands and given to all his children (if he has any) If 
William has no children, land lent to daughter Henrietta Powell . ...if no children, then 
to son Thomas Powell if and when he becomes age 21 years. 

If he dies without issue land etc to mv nephew William Palmer.. .If William Powell 
heirs this land then he must give to his brother Thomas Powell and his sister 
Henrietta Powell each 50 £ in installments of 10 £ with interest for four years. 

Beloved wife Marv Powell my stock” [livestock?] 

Witnesses: Samuel Sheild October 27, 1795 

Robert Patrick probated April 18,1796 

Elizabeth Palmer 

Thomas 3 Powell and his second wife, Mary Patrick Powell, were married only eight years. He 
had three children — all named in his will: 

1. William 4 G. Powell 

2. Henrietta 4 Powell 

3. Thomas 4 Powell 

1. William 4 G. Powell, son of Thomas 3 Powell and his first wife, married Elizabeth Tabb Moreland 
before 1822. Elizabeth was the daughter of Robert Moreland and Diana Tabb Moreland. Her 
mother, in her will dated 1822, named this daughter by her married name .* 21 * Elizabeth 
Moreland Powell was born ca. 1773 because as a witness to the will of Thomas Bennett she 
had to have been at least age 21 years old. 

William 4 G. Powell was lent his father’s land, but it was given to his children according to his 
father’s will. He may have lived on that plantation, but he moved to Warwick County. The 
1782 tax list of Warwick County shows that he owned 9 slaves; three horses; 28 cattle. The 
1784 tax list credits him with seven tithables (himself and 6 slaves) above age 16 years. His 
taxable property assessed September 6, 1800, credited William Powell with one white 
tithable male over age 16 years and only two blacks above age 16 years. He had only one 
horse. Because Warwick County Court records were destroyed during the Civil War, there is 
no will or inventory for him available. 

Elizabeth Moreland Powell died in late 1831 and her estate was settled in York County 
Courts. Her brothers were in charge. This seems to imply that her husband was deceased 
and she had returned to York County. On the motion of Robert Moreland with John C.

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Moreland and Lewis Moreland as his securities, he obtained permission to settle her 
estate/ 22 ' 

Soon a lawsuit was initiated by Kemp P. Elliott versus William Powell, Edmund Powell, 
Thomas Powell, and Robert Powell — the last two “infants under age twenty-one years”. 

The Court ordered the slaves to be sold and the money divided among the heirs (Elizabeth’s 
children). Each of the defendants received one fifth of the estate and the slaves were divided 
in this manner: 

Lucy to William G. Patrick - value - $ 115.00 
Sally to Kemp P. Elliott - value - 170.00 

Frances to Kemp P. Elliott - value - 141.00 

Frank to Edmund T. Powell - value - 75.25 

$501.25 

Jack mentioned in the bill is dead as of February 20, 1832, 
dated March 19,1832 <23) 

(Remember - those children heired the land from their Powell 3 grandfather who only lent it to William 4 G. 
Powell.) 

1. William 4 G. Powell (Sr.) and his wife, Elizabeth Moreland Powell, had five children: 

(A) William 5 G. Powell, Jr. 

(B) Elizabeth 5 Powell 

(C) Edmund 5 Tabb Powell 

(D) Thomas 5 Jefferson Powell 

(E) Robert 5 Powell 

It might be noted that, although the Powell family resided in Warwick County, their home site was very near 
the York County line. They worshipped in Grafton, York County. 

(A) William 5 G. Powell, Jr. died June 19, 1842. (24) He may have married Elizabeth_ 

who later married William Owens. Elizabeth died May 14, 1859. (25> This writer knows of 
no issue. William 5 G. Powell, Jr., son of William 4 G. Powell (Sr.) and Elizabeth Tabb 
Moreland Powell, was at least age twenty-one years in order to possess land which he 
heired from his grandfather, Thomas 3 Powell. A deed dated February 18, 1834, gave 
this information: 

...“William G. Powell for $300.00 where Powell resides and part of the land 
derived by him from his grandfather Thomas Powell bounded on the south by 
land called ‘Andersons’ west by stage coach road, north by land of John C. 

Moreland and east by land of Allen Chapman called ‘Toomers’, being a portion 
of the land given <26) by his grandfather to his father William G. Powell, eldest son 
which is as will appear be reference of his said grandfather’s will ." 

Signed Allen Chapman 

Recorded 19 May 1834 Edward Wright

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“Andersons” has become the present “Dunmore” development in Grafton near Rt. 17 and Denbigh 
Boulevard. The “Stage Coach Road” was and still is the Yorkhampton Highway between Goodwin’s Neck 
Road and Cooke Road. In my early lifetime I went once to a place called “Toomers”, the unoccupied house 
was still standing. It was bounded on the north by land of Mr. John Moreland and on the south by the Gray 
residence (former Chapman’s). Today the Gray-Chapman-Toomer farmland is owned by York County. The 
county waste products, as well as numerous government buildings, are on that site. It is part of the York 
County Industrial Park. T.H.

(B) Elizabeth 5 Powell, daughter of William 4 G. Powell (Sr.) and Elizabeth Tabb Moreland 
Powell, married Kemp P. Elliott. This was learned from an estate settlement already 
sited. This family worshipped at Grafton Christian Church. She died a young woman 
and Kemp Elliott married another lady named Elizabeth. There were no children. 

(C) Edmund 5 Tabb Powell, son of William 4 G. Powell (Sr.) and Elizabeth Tabb Moreland 
Powell, was born between 1804 and 1806 according to various census records. In 1850 
he declared himself forty-four years old; in 1860 he stated his age as fifty-six years; in 
1870 he gave his age as sixty-six years. He was still living in 1880 and was about 
seventy-five years old. 

Edmund 5 Tabb Powell married first Ann Russell and secondly Ann (Nancy) Stacy Fox, 
widow of William Fox. He was a farmer residing in Warwick County but the family 
worshipped in York County in Grafton Christian Church. 

December 12, 1844, he sold to Christopher Curtis a 103 acre tract which he had 
purchased from John Dunn Moreland in 1839. One boundary was the “Old Mill Stream” 
which divided it from Samuel Sheild and Fred Power/ 27 ’ This was situated not far from 
Grafton Christian Church off present Denbigh Boulevard. “Kentucky Farm” was the 
residence of Samuel Sheild. The stream was a part of the source for Poquoson River. 

Ann (Stacy/Fox) Powell, his second wife, was born in 1812 (1880 census). 

The 1850 and 1860 census show these children belonging to Edmund 5 Tabb Powell: 

(1) James 6 Powell, born 1835 

(2) Mary 6 Elizabeth Powell, born 1838 

(3) Frances 6 Russell Powell, born 1840 

(4) Louisanna 6 (Ann) Powell, born 1844 

(5) Edmund 6 Tabb Powell, Jr., born 1845 

(6) Catherine 6 Powell, born 1848. No further information. 

(7) Olinier 6 Lelia Powell, born 1852 (1860 census) No further information. 

(1) James 6 Powell, son of Edmund 5 Tabb Powell, was born in 1835-36. He had married 

Lucy_by 1870. Lucy was born in 1847. In 1880 census they had two 

children: 

a. Cora 7 Powell, born 1871 

b. Idia 7 Powell, born 1873 

(2) Mary 6 Elizabeth Powell, daughter of Edmund 5 Tabb Powell, was born in 1838 and 
was no longer listed with the family after 1850. She could have married before 
1860. 

(3) Frances 6 Russell Powell, daughter of Edmund 5 Tabb Powell, was born in 1840. She 

married Fred Burcher, as his first wife. He was born in 1840-42. Fred Burcher

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was the son of Edward and Frances Burcher. The two families were neighbors 
and lived in the area bounded by Rich Neck Road, Oriana Road and Denbigh 
Boulevard. Other neighbors were Wood, Provoo and Fox. Most of these farms 
were purchased by the Old Dominion Land Co. when the Harwood’s Mill Reservoir 
was constructed soon after World War I, and those farms became the watershed 
for the reservoir. The families moved to other areas. Today much of that same 
land area is being resold to private owners and some home sites are appearing. 

Frances 6 Russell Powell Burcher died leaving six children and Fred Burcher 
married secondly Amanda Hogge on August 14, 1879. The six children of 
Frances 6 Russell Powell Burcher and Fred Burcher were: 

a. Florida 7 Burcher, born March 28, 1868 

b. Edward 7 Burcher, born July or August 1870 

c. Signora 7 Burcher, born 1872-3 

d. Sydney 7 Frank Burcher, born 1875 

e. Frederick 7 Powell Burcher, born 1877 

f. Washington 7 Burcher, born 1879 

(4) Louisanna 6 (Ann) Powell, daughter of Edmund 5 Tabb Powell, was born in 1844. 
She married James Gardener Burcher, another son of Edward Burcher, around 
1865-66 as his first wife. They had five children: 

a. Arthur 7 E. Burcher, born 1867 

b. Margaret 7 (Maggie) Burcher, born 1868 

c. Annie 7 Burcher, born February 14, 1871 <28) 

d. James 7 Russell Burcher, born 1874 

e. William 7 Lee Burcher, born 1877 

Louisanna 6 (Ann) Powell Burcher died before 1880. James Gardener Burcher 
married secondly Frances Jeannette (Jenny) Shields after 1880.

(5) Edmund 6 Tabb Powell, Jr., son of Edmond 5 Tabb Powell and Ann Russell Powell, 
was born November 25, 1845. He married Amanda B. Shields on December 22, 
1874, at the home of W. R. Shields in Goodwin’s Neck with the Rev. Robert 
Crooke officiating. (29) Among those attending were Thelbert Crockett and Asa 
Shields. Amanda B. Shields Powell was born August 22, 1856. Edmund 6 Tabb 
Powell, Jr. died November 29, 1912. (30) and his wife died February 8, 1937. (31) 
Their children were: 

a. Clara 7 Powell, daughter of Edmund 6 Tabb Powell, Jr. and Amanda B. Shields 
Powell, was born in 1876. 

b. Diana 7 Powell, daughter of Edmund 6 Tabb Powell, Jr. and Amanda B. Shields 
Powell, was born February 26, 1877. She married a Mr. Carter. Diana 7 Powell 
died September 19, 1903. (32)

Shields Powell, born March 19, 1879, married a Mr. Turlington. She died 
January 19, 1963. (33 > 

d. William 7 Shields Powell, son of Edmund 6 Tabb Powell, Jr. and Amanda B. 
Shields Powell, was born May 13,1881, and died October 16, 1913. <34) 

(D) Thomas 5 Jefferson Powell, son of William 4 G. Powell and Elizabeth Tabb Moreland 
Powell, was born ca. 1807. His wife could have been a Moss since that name appears 
used by his descendants. He had died before the 1850 census was taken in York 
County. His issue: 

(1) Thomas 6 Jefferson Powell, Jr., born September 1835 

(2) John 6 Powell, born ca. 1837 

(3) Martha 6 (Pattie) E. Powell, born ca. 1838 

(4) James 6 Powell, born ca. 1840

(6) Mary 6 Powell, born ca. 1844. No further information. 

(1) Thomas 6 Jefferson Powell, Jr., son of Thomas 5 Jefferson Powell (Sr.), was born 
September 1835, and married Martha Moreland. Martha, daughter of Lewis 
Moreland, was born February 2, 1836. They had nine children according to Helen 
Powell who said they were her grandparents. Some of the children married and 
left York County and made their homes in Hampton, Virginia. 

a. Thomas 7 C. Powell 

b. William 7 E. Powell 

c. Robert 7 E. Powell, born 1863 

d. John 7 Powell, born 1868 

e. John 7 Moss Powell, born 1871 

f. Capitola 7 Powell, born 1872

The obituary 
for Martha Moreland Powell who died May 10, 1911 , <35) appeared in the Hampton 
Monitor . In this the names of her children were listed. Recently tombstone records 
for persons buried in Oakland and St. John’s Church Cemeteries in Hampton have 
been published in book form.

d. John 7 Powell was bom 1368 and died July 9, 1905, at age thirty-seven. At the 
time of his death he was survived by his mother, five brothers and three 
sisters.* 37 * 

e. John 7 Moss Powell (called Moss) was born in 1871 and died in 1960. He 
married Margaret Bell who was born in 1880 and died in 1955. Both are 
interred in Oakland Cemetery, Hampton, Virginia, and their graves are marked. 

f. Capitola 7 Powell was born December 29, 1872 and died October 2, 1949. She 
married George M. Walker who was born January 20, 1863 and died 
November 28, 1947. Both are buried in Oakland Cemetery, Hampton, Virginia.

c. Rosanna 7 Davis, daughter of Larkin Wesley Davis and Elizabeth 6 Powell Davis, 
was born in 1852. She was the first wife of John R. Dawson. Rosanna 7 died in 
1915. There was no issue. 

d. Robert 7 L. Davis, son of Larkin Wesley Davis and Elizabeth 6 Powell Davis, was 
born in 1866 (46) and married Martha T. Wainwright on July 14, 1890. Martha 
was the daughter of Solomon Wainwright and Martha Eliza Provoo Wainwright. 
Robert 7 L. Davis and Martha T. Wainwright Davis had two children: 

(a) John 8 M. Davis, son of Robert 7 L. Davis and Martha T. Wainwright Davis, 
died in 1916. His settlement names his mother and sister as his heirs.

D. Elizabeth 3 Powell, daughter of William 2 Powell and Henrietta_Powell, married Benjamin 

Palmer who died in 1785/ 551 Palmer was survived by a second wife, Charlotte_Palmer. 

Elizabeth 3 Powell Palmer had a son and possibly several daughters (see Note below). She died 
ca. 1780.

II. Thomas 2 Powell, Jr., son of Thomas 1 Powell and Mary_Powell, was born ca. 1716. He 

married but his wife predeceased him. Written in the Charles Parish Register, p. 238, is a record of 
the death of “Lewis Powel, son of Tho s ., d. Oct. 4,1747”. 


Thomas 2 Powell left a will dated April 2, 1749, that was probated July 17, 1749. (58) In abstract form it 
is hereby given: 


“...my loving brother Seymour Powell three negroes Kate, Hannah, and Jenny. 

My mother Mary Philipson during her widowhood three negroes Betty, Mol, and Nan. 
then to my loving brother Edward Powell ... one negro Betty. 

My loving brother Peter Powell .-. one negro Mol. 

My loving brother Robert Powell - one negro Nan. 

.brothers Edward Powell and Robert Powell not of aae 

Brothers John Powell and Hudson Powell ... 

All my wife’s clothes be divided between my mother Mary Philipson and my sister 


Marv Powell”

Thomas 2 Powell, Jr.’s will is very revealing for it shows his mother’s remarriage to Mr. Philipson; his 
wife having already died; and names of his brothers and sister. 

There were three Powell males, sons of Thomas 1 Powell, who apparently also disappeared before 
reaching adult age. They could have migrated to other areas or places of opportunity or they may have died. 

This concludes the known information on lineage of Thomas 2 Powell, second son of Thomas 1 Powell.

III Seymour 2 Powell, son of Thomas 1 Powell and Mary_ Powell, was born ca. 1718. He 

witnessed the will of his brother Thomas 2 Powell, Jr. in 1749. The name of his first wife is not known. 
Seymour 2 married secondly Lucy Moss, the widow of Benjamin Moss who died in late 1737. 

This Lucy Moss Powell had two Moss sons namely, William Moss and Benjamin Moss Jr. who was 
born a few months after his father’s death in late 1737. (59) Later York County records reveal that this 
Benjamin Moss was mentally retarded, but he owned personal property heired from his father. When 
Benjamin Moss Jr.’s estate was settled and slave property was divided January 1795, his Powejl 
relatives heired. 

Seymour 2 Powell and his first wife had five children: 

A. Benjamin 3 Powell 

B. William 3 Powell 

C. Seymour 3 Powell, Jr. 

D. Thomas 3 Powell 

E. John 3 Powell 

Seymour 2 Powell and Lucy Moss Powell had a daughter: 

F. Lucy 3 Powell 

Seymour 2 Powell’s will was written January 16, 1767, but it was not probated until May 20, 1782, in 
York County. He may have died soon after its writing but since this was during the American 
Revolution and actual combat was in Yorktown, legal matters were delayed. The Court House itself 
was damaged and some business was conducted in a private home. 

Lucy Moss Powell left a will dated March 7, 1784 and probated July 19, 1784. She named her five 
granddaughters and specified that her son, William Moss, and step-son, Benjamin Powell, be the 
executors. The witnesses were Gerard Roberts, Harwood Burt, and Harwood Burt, Jr. (60) 

Harwood Burt, Sr., lived at a farm known as Tenham’s which was located at the head of Back Creek and 
within the present Amoco Oil Refinery. 

When Benjamin Moss, Jr. died in 1795, he left property to his whole brother William Moss, his 
half-sister Lucy 3 Powell Roberts (m. Thomas Roberts), and his Powell step-brothers. The division 
of his estate establishes Powell kinship, namely: 

The division of these slaves: 

1. Dr. John Powell received Gilbert, Betty, Adam, and Nanny - valued at 145 pounds. 

2. Mrs. Lucy Roberts received Bob and Silvea - valued at 140 pounds. 

3. Dr. Thomas Powell received Deager, Sallie and 2 children - valued at 140 pounds. 

4. William Powell received Paul, Anthony, Hannah - valued at 140 pounds. 

5. William Moss received Jack, Patty and 3 children - valued at 145 pounds. 

A. Benjamin 3 Powell, son of Seymour 2 Powell and first wife_Powell, married first Nancy 

Cobb on May 21, 1785 ,61) and secondly Frances (Fanny) Tabb. Frances-was the daughter of 
Mary Moore Tabb, a sister of Augustine Moore, proven by a deed in 1794 that states:

Benjamin 3 Powell was quite active and civic minded especially during the Revolutionary War 
period. He, with others, appraised the estate of Mary M. Pearson February 17, 1777. (63) He was 
paid by the County for providing two chests for the records March 17, 1777. (64) At the June 21, 
1779 session of York Courts he was appointed to take a list of tithables in Bruton Parish (65) This 
shows that he lived in Bruton Parish. He also paid taxes in James City County in 1783. 

(Note: several Powell men were engaged in mercantile business and were merchants in Yorktown and 
Williamsburg). 

By February 21,1780, Benjamin 3 Powell was a Justice in York County Court (66) and later that year 
the May 20, 1780, York record states that “Benjamin Powell, William Pasteur, William Reynolds, 
and John Robinson, Gentlemen are appointed to receive a list of enumerated articles agreeable 
to an Act of Assembly for ascertaining certain taxes and duties for the establishment of 
permanant revenue, May 20, 1780.”* 67 ’ (Financing a war, even for “life, liberty, and pursuit of 
happiness” was an expensive thing. T.H.) 

Benjamin 3 Powell’s will was written November 17, 1790, and was probated January 17, 1791. 
Excerpts from it follow: 

"...daughter Anne Burwell all my slaves...which I purchased from her late husband 
John Burwell . deceased- 

children of said Anne; daughter Hannah Drew; wife Fanny; grandson Benjamin Drew 
and grandson Armistead Burwell...” (68) 

Benjamin 3 Powell and Frances (Fanny) Tabb Powell had two daughters: 

1. Anne 4 Powell married John Burwell, a grandson of Mary Armistead Burwell. He died before 
November 17,1790. Anne 4 and John had one son: 

(A) Armistead 5 Burwell 

2. Hannah 4 Powell married_Drew. They had a son: 

(A) Benjamin 5 Drew, born before November 1790. 

Benjamin 3 Powell had no son to carry on the Powell name. 

B. William 3 Powell, son of Seymour 2 Powell and first wife _ Powell, married Sarah 

. He served in the Continental Army during the American Revolution. His wife Sarah 
Powell was allowed 45 pounds for her support at the March 20, 1780 York County Court 
session. 169 ’. William 3 heired slaves from his step-brother Benjamin Moss in 1795 which proves he 
survived the war. No in-depth research has been pursued relative to him. 

Many of the ex-servicemen from that war received bounty land in the “hinterland”. Then they established 
homes there, accounting for their disappearance from York records. T.H.

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C Seymour 3 Powell, Jr., son of Seymour 2 Powell and first wife_ Powell, married first 

Elizabeth Hewitt, daughter of the Reverend Richard Hewitt and Elizabeth Burwell Hewitt. There 
were no children to this marriage. Elizabeth Hewitt Powell died and the land which she heired 
from her father was bought in by a brother-in-law, John Moss, in 1803. (70) She was the great 
granddaughter of James Burwell and Mary Armistead Burwell. She was a niece of John Burwell 
who married Anne 4 Powell, daughter of Benjamin 3 Powell. 

Seymour 3 Powell, Jr. married secondly Jane_, so named in his will dated January 6, 

1776, and probated May 20, 1782. He probably died soon after his will was written. The York 
County Orders Book No. 4 does not show him involved in anything. His will states in part: 

“...will of Seymour Powell of the Town and County of York.lend wife Jane during 

her natural life all that part of my land on the north and northwest of the road which 
runs through my land ... also any two of my negroes; 20 head of cattle; 20 sheep and 
hogs to supply and support the maintenance of herself and my children until they 
come of age or marry. 

The rest of the goods and merchandise be sold and one eighth part of the money 
to my dear wife. 

My children: Mary, Thomas, Seymour, John, Rose, William and Jane. 

Put the money on interest and apply that to maintenance of the children until they 
come of age or marry. 

My sons be brought up to such businesses as my wife thinks proper. Wife Jane 
Powell and my friend David Jameson executors.”

On September 17, 1782, Jane Powell, widow of Seymour 3 Powell, qualified as an executor of his 
estate.* 72 ’ The 1788 personal property tax list for York shows that she declared five black 
tithables and 2 horses. 

Seymour 3 Powell Jr. was a merchant with his business in Yorktown but he also maintained a 
plantation farther in the county. 


When Jane Powell qualified as executor of her husband’s estate, William A. Rogers and William 
Moss were her securities. It required two full pages in the County Will Book for recording his 
estate inventory Whidi was valued at 1092 pounds and 10 shillings. York Land Tax records for 
1782 credits Seymour Powell, estate with 560 acres, in Lower Precinct. The taxes in 1783 were 
the same. 


The 1788 tax recbrds for York County indicate that the widow Jane Powell lived in Yorktown ; she 
reported five biadks and two horses and 2 carriages. Horses were dray animals then as well as 
farm animals. The widow may have continued the merchandising which her husband had 


established and horses were needed for delivering goods. 


According to his 1776 will, Seymour 3 Powell Jr. and Jane_Powell had seven children all 

underage.

2. Thomas 4 Powell, son of Seymour 3 Powell, Jr. and Jane_Powell, was underage 

when his father wrote his will in 1776. He married Sarah Brown, a widow, but they had no 
children. Thomas 4 served in the State Artillery during the American Revolution and he died at 
his father’s home in Yorktown on October 4, 1780. (73) He left a will and designated that his 
steo-children and widow would heir his estate. The will states in part: 

“...beloved wife Sarah Powell my whole estate of land and movable property to 
maintain her vouna children. After her death, the whole estate be equally divided 
among her children: Thomas Brown; George Brown; Solomon Brown; Polly Hall; 

Betsy Brown; and John Brown. 

...a portion to the person where George Brown chooses to live to supply him as 
long as he lives... 

Loving friends Thomas Hall Jr. of Gloucester County and John Hay of York 
County executors.”

This Powell-Brown family evidently lived in the middle part of Poquoson. There later was in 
that vicinity a John Powell but in land processing January 6, 1812, he is identified as “John 
Brown or Powell”. <75) Apparently some of the Brown step-children took the Powell name. 
The boundary line was between Absolam Cox and Elizabeth Carmines continuous— 

“The line between Cox and John Powell ...an alteration to the line between the 
road and the creek on which their lines terminate.” etc. 

3. Seymour 4 Powell, III, son of Seymour 3 Powell Jr. and Jane_Powell, was underage 

when his father’s will was compiled in 1776. He died in 1838. The inventory for his estate is 
dated November 18, 1839. (76) The settlement was returned May 17, 1841. 11771 There is no 
further information on him. 

4. John 4 Powell, son of Seymour 3 Powell Jr. and Jane_Powell, was born sometime 

between 1765 and 1784. He was living in York County when the 1810 census was taken, 
showing the following information:

5. Rose 4 Powell, daughter of Seymour 3 Powell Jr. and Jane_Powell, is named by her 

There is a marriage bond in York County for Rose Lilly Powell and 
Claudius Vial (78) , dated September 26,1786. This could have been the daughter of Seymour 3 
Powell, Jr. of Yorktown.

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6. William 4 Powell, youngest son of Seymour 3 Powell Jr. and Jane_Powell, was born 

ca. 1772. The 1810 census for York County has this information about him:

heired slaves from his step-brother, Benjamin Moss, Jr. Thomas 3 married Elizabeth Diggs on 
May 28, 1772. (79) They lived in Fredericksburg, Spotsylvania County, Virginia. Thomas 3 died in 
1797. (80) 

There is recorded in York County a deed drawn up on December 15, 1777, between Thomas 
Powell of Fredericksburg, Surgeon, and Elizabeth his wife of the first part and William Cary of 
York of the other part. Thomas 3 Powell was selling a lot in Yorktown which he owned (No. 54) 
and another one half acre in his possession.* 81 ’ 

E. John 3 Powell, son of Seymour 2 Powell and his first wife_Powell, was also a physician. 

This was learned from the settlement of his step-brother Benjamin Moss, Jr.’s estate in 1795. He 
received slaves valued at 145 pounds and was himself identified as “Dr. John Powell”. He 
evidently moved from the York County area. 

F. Lucy 3 Powell, only child of Seymour 2 Powell and his second wife Lucy Moss Powell, married 
Thomas Roberts. In Lucy Moss Powell’s will, the Lucy 3 Powell Roberts’ first five daughters were 
named. Also when the personal estate of Benjamin Moss, Jr. was settled in 1795, his Powell half- 
sister’s children heired.

The final 
returns are dated June 21,1784.' 871 

In 1782 and again in 1783 Benjamin 3 Powell paid taxes on 600 acres in upper district of York 
County. In 1788 he declared 17 blacks and 9 horses and in 1789 he reported himself as the only 
tithable in his household. 

The 1810 census for York County shows this information about Benjamin 3 .

There was another Benjamin Powell who lived in upper York at the same time. Either man or both were 
active in civic affairs during the era of the Revolution. Some of the activities that the writer has credited to 
Beniamin 3 , son of Seymour 2 Powell could have been performed by this Beniamin 3 , son of Peter 2 . 
Descendants of either man can feel pride that his/her ancestor was a civic minded person and performed well 
during a critical period in U. S. history. 

C. Peter 3 Powell, son of Peter 2 Powell and Elizabeth_Powell, was born about 1762-63 and 

married Sarah Timson on March 14, 1787, with Charles Graves, Peter’s brother-in-law, as 
security.' 881 In 1788 he declared one white tithable (himself) and one black. In 1789 he had two 
slaves and one horse.'
